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TWENTIETH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1918. 


POPULATION. 

The  population  of  Guernsey  in  the  middle  of  1918  was  estimated  roughly 
to  be  38,500.  After  including  the  natural  increase  of  population  from  the 
date  of  the  last  census,  1911,  this  estimate  allows  for  a decrease  in  population  of 
5,194,  owing  to  war  conditions.

BIRTHS. 

The  births  numbered  664  (338  male  and  326  female),  or  30  less  than  last 
year.  The  birth  rate  was  17  2 as  compared  with  the  average  of  the  previous  ten 
years,  21-4,  and  with  the  year  1908,  24  3. 

The  actual  number  of  births  is  the  lowest  recorded  since  statistics  were 
available,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  will  be  the  last  year  of  such  a record. 
There  were  33  still  births  and  36  illegitimate  births  registered,  the  latter 
equalling  a rate  of  5’4  per  1,000,  a figure  sometvliat  higher  than  usual. 

DEATHS. 

There  were  603  deaths  registered  during  the  year,  the  rate  being  15  6.  The 
average  for  the  preceding  ten  years  was  1 3 7,  the  rise  being  due  to  the  two  out- 
breaks of  Influenza.  The  four  months  which  showed  an  abnormally  high 
number  of  deaths  were 

January,  66.  July,  48.  November,  80.  December,  105. 

Four  months  had  a small  number  relatively  : — 

June,  36.  August,  31.  September,  28.  October,  37.

Of  the  664  births,  49  died  before  the  age  of  one  year  was  reached,  a rate  of 
73'8  per  1,000  compared  with  that  of  the  preceding  ten  years  of  118.  There 
were  no  deaths  from  Measles  or  Whooping  Cough  but  three  were  due  to 
Epidemic  Enteritis,  two  to  Influenza,  and  in  three  cases  the  deaths  of  babies 
were  due  to  the  fact  that  the  mothers  suffered  from  severe  attacks  of  Influenza 
at  the  time  of  their  birth. 


No  figures  that  can  help  to  show  the  vital  importance  of  breast-feeding 
should  ever  be  omitted  when  they  are  available,  and  the  experiences  of  the 
manufacturing  town  of  Lille  in  France,  during-  the  horrors  of  the  German 

o 3 o 

occupation  are  significant.  During  this  period  the  infantile  death-rate  was 
actually  considerably  lower  than  it  had  been  before  the  War,  and  the  authorities 
consider  that  this  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  nearly  all  the  new-born  children 
could  be  suckled  by  their  mothers,  industrial  work  being  at  a complete  stand- 
still. The  price  of  industrial  work  for  mothers  in  Lille  before  the  War  was  an 
infantile  death-rate  of  180  to  210  per  1,000  ! 
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I believe  that  during  the  year  a higher  percentage  of  cases  of  childbirth 
have  been  attended  by  qualified  midwives  than  ever  before,  which  is  a most 
satisfactory  state  of  affairs. 

I have  been  struck  by  the  increasing  appreciation  shown  by  mothers  of 
late  years,  that  the  more  fresh  air  and  sunlight  that  babies  have  the  better  they 
thrive.  Only  a few  years  ago  the  average  baby  seemed  to  have  the  minimum 
of  these  two  great  blessings  which  we  enjoy  here,  and  to  be  as  pale  as  a slum 
baby  in  some  great  town.  Now,  fortunately,  the  reverse  is  the  case,  and 
sunburnt  and  fresh  air  babies  are  the  rule  and  not  the  exception.

MARRIAGES. 

There  were  236  marriages  in  1918.  30  took  place  at  the  Greffe  Office,  164 

in  Church  of  England,  21  in  Roman  Catholic  and  21  in  Nonconformist  Churches. 

This  is  about  the  same  number  as  last  year,  but  is  below  the  average  of 
previous  years. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Eighty  cases  were  dealt  with  during  the  year.  Scarlet  Fever  15,  Diphtheria 
14,  Phthisis  13,  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  3,  Enteric  1,  Influenza  32,  Vincent’s 
Angina  1 and  Measles  1. 

With  four  exceptions,  a boy  who  died  of  Diphtheria  at  home  before  notifica- 
tion, a case  of  Scarlet  Fever  isolated  at  home  at  Torteval,  and  two  military  cases 
of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  isolated  at  Les  Islets,  all  were  treated  at  the  Sanatorium. 

Of  the  76  cases  treated  at  the  Sanatorium,  four  died,  all  from  Influenzal 
Pneumonia. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  numbered  61,  of  which  49  were 
due  to  Pulmonary  Phthisis,  the  rates  per  1,000  being  respectively  1'58  and  l-27. 

Of  the  deaths  from  Phthisis  21  were  males  and  28  females,  the  average 
ages  at  death  being  respectively  342  and  28'5  years.  Of  the  13  cases  admitted 
to  the  Sanatorium,  the  average  number  of  days  under  treatment  was  51.  Seven 
of  these  cases  did  very  well,  two  improved  considerably  and  four  have  since 
died. 

Of  the  deaths  from  Phthisis,  ten  or  one-fifth  of  the  total  number  occurred 
in  the  parish  of  St.  Pierre-du-Bois,  which  has  only  4 per  cent,  of  the  total 
population  of  Guernsey.  Mention  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  of  the  very 
high  death  rates  that  prevail  in  this  parish  and  the  reasons  for  them. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

None  of  the  fifteen  cases  call  for  special  comment.  There  were  none 
notified  from  the  parishes  of  the  Forest,  St.  Saviour’s,  St.  Peter’s,  St.  Martin’s,  or 
St.  Andrew’s,  and  none  during  the  months  April  to  August  inclusive. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

The  fourteen  cases  occurred  in  the  first  five  months  of  the  year.  From 
June  to  December  inclusive  no  cases  were  notified.  Sporadic  cases  following 
a death  at  St.  Sampson’s  in  January  occurred  in  the  Delancey  district  until 
March,  the  other  parishes  having  cases  being  the  Vale,  St.  Peter-Port  and  the 
Castel.  One  case,  a military  officer,  contracted  the  disease  whilst  on  leave. 

CEREBRO  SPINAL  FEVER. 

Two  cases  occurred  in  March  and  one  in  April,  all  three  in  St.  Peter-Port 
parish. 

The  two  cases  in  March  were  military  cases,  the  first  being  a soldier  from 
Jersey  who  left  there  to  rejoin  his  unit  in  England,  but  the  steamer,  which  was 
XIV.— I!il9. 
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very  crowded,  was  detained  here  for  three  days  by  stress  of  weather  and  war 
conditions,  and  he  fell  ill . while  here.  Of  the  three,  two  recovered,  and  one 
soldier  died  on  the  32nd  day  of  his  illness. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

One  case  was  notified  from  La  Ratnee,  in  St.  Peter-Port.  There  had  been  a 
previous  case  in  this  neighbourhood,  which  is  low  lying  and  somewhat  swampy, 
about  ten  years  ago.  It  seemed  improbable  that  a “ carrier  ” could  be  concerned 
in  this  infection.  Since  the  commencement  of  the  War,  only  seven  civilian  cases 
have  occurred,  four  in  1914,  none  in  1915  and  in  1916,  two  in  1917  and  one  in 
1918. 

During  the  same  period,  not  a single  case  of  Enteric  (Typhoid)  or  Para 
Typhoid  has  occurred  amongst  the  troops  in  Guernsey. 

VINCENT’S  ANGINA. 

One  case  occurred,  a soldier.  This  affection  of  the  throat  has  become 
increasingly  prevalent  amongst  soldiers  under  war  conditions,  particularly  in 
France. 

MEASLES. 

A case  was  landed  from  a mine  sweeper  in  October.  No  further  cases 
resulted  from  this  imported  case,  as  has  also  been  our  fortunate  experience  in 
previous  years  since  the  commencement  of  the  War.  There  has  been  no 
epidemic  of  Measles  since  the  year  1911. 

INFLUENZA. 

We  have  experienced  two  epidemics  here  as  in  England — the  comparatively 
mild  one  of  July,  August  and  September  and  the  severe  one  of  October, 
November  and  December. 

Both  military  and  civil  populations  were  attacked,  but  its  incidence  amongst 
the  former  was  relatively  slight,  it  being  a more  easy  matter  to  take  effective 
precautions  with  them. 

In  October,  as  soon  as  alarming  reports  from  England  and  Jersey  reached 
us,  a special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Health  was  called  to  consider  the  situation, 
and  in  view  of  the  urgency  of  the  matter  it  was  decided  to  refer  it  to  the  Royal 
Court.  The  Rojurl  Court  met  specially  on  October  26th  to  consider  the  question, 
and  upon  the  advice  of  the  Board  of  Health  decided  to  immediately  close  all 
schools,  places  of  public  entertainment,  and  to  prohibit  all  unofficial  gatherings 
of  people.  The  Board  published  warning  notices  in  the  newspapers,  and  posters 
in  both  French  and  English  were  exhibited  throughout  the  Island  suggesting 
precautions  against  infection  which  should  be  taken.  The  use  of  “ Thalassol  ” 
XIV.— 1919.  e 
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as  a gargle  and  nasal  douche  was  advocated,  and  supplies  of  it  were  distributed 
freely  througout  Town  and  Country.  The  Sanatorium  was  made  available  for 
severe  cases  or  cases  which  could  not  be  nursed  at  home,  and  arrangements  were 
made  for  the  supply  of  certain  medicines  throughout  the  Island  if  they  were 
required,  but  this  was  found  to  be  unnecessary. 

Unfortunately  the  schools  were  opened  for  a few  days  towards  the  end  of 
November,  but  had  to  be  soon  closed  again  as  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
was  the  result  of  this  action.  They  were  then  kept  closed  for  the  rest  of  the 
year.  That  Influenza  is  a personal  infection,  and  spread  by  means  of  germs 
breathed  or  coughed  out  of  the  nose  and  mouth  of  a person  who  is  suffering 
from  it,  and  that  it  is  not  conveyed  except  by  fairly  close  contact  with  such  a 
person,  is  well  shown  by  the  following  local  instances. 

Of  the  two  large  Roman  Catholic  boarding  schools,  the  Vimiera  and  Les 
Yauxbelets,  the  former  had  not  a single  case,  and  the  latter  had  only  two  or 
three  cases  which  were  imported  from  France,  and  at  once  isolated,  so  that  no 
other  cases  occurred.  On  the  other  hand,  in  the  overcrowded  Children’s  Home 
of  the  Castel  Hospital,  out  of  60  children  90%  suffered,  and  eight  of  them  were 
removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  two  of  them  dying  from  Double  Pneumonia.  There 
were  no  cases  in  either  the  Town  or  Country  Asylum. 

Towards  the  end  of  December  the  outlook  became  brighter,  Christmas  was 
celebrated  under  happier  auspices,  and  places  of  public  entertainment  were 
allowed  to  open  on  December  20th.  Our  circumstances  here  were  somewhat 
different  to  England  when  infection  was  largely  spread  by  crowded  ’busses, 
trams,  tubes,  railway  trains  and  factories;  the  three  latter  do  not  exist  here,  and 
the  two  former  only  in  a modified  degree.  On  the  other  hand,  the  overcrowded 
steamers,  the  comparative  absence  of  nurses  outside  public  institutions,  and  the 
visiting  of  sick  people  which  is  such  a constant  feature  of  our  community  where 
close  relationships  are  so  common,  were  unfavourable  factors.  Many  people 
unfortunately  lost  their  lives  as  a result  of  such  visiting.  A large  proportion  of 
the  deaths  were  those  of  young  adults  and  people  in  the  prime  of  life.  The 
extremes  of  age  suffered  but  slightly. 

More  cases  could  have  been  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium  with  advantage, 
those  admitted  being  largely  Military  Officers  and  men  from  vessels  in  the 
Harbours;  but  I think  the  epidemic  will  open  the  eyes  of  the  community  to  the 
urgent  necessity  of  providing  nurses  for  the  sick  of  the  pOorer  classes,  who  are  so 
utterly  helpless  in  such  crises  as  we  have  lately  experienced,  and  who  even  in 
ordinary  times  suffer  so  greatly  from  the  lack  of  skilled  nursing  in  their  own 
homes. 
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Had  such  been  available,  I believe  many  valuable  lives  might  have  been 
saved. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  as  due  to  Influenza  was  93,  but  a certain 
number  of  those  due  to  ordinary  respiratory  diseases  must  also  be  included.  I 
think,  therefore,  that  the  total  mortality  caused  by  it  and  its  immediate  sequelae 
may  fairly  be  reckoned  at  115,  which  has  caused  a rise  of  3 per  1,000  in  the 
death  rate  of  1918. 

PRIMARY  AND  INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOLS. 

Ninety-four  visits  to  these  schools  were  paid  during  the  yeaf,  the  number 
being  smaller  than  usual,  on  account  of  the  prolonged  closure  of  the  schools 
due  to  the  Influenza  outbreak.  No  schools  were  closed  on  account  of  other 
infectious  diseases. 

No  marked  incidence  of  Scabies  was  observed ; indeed  I consider  that  com- 
pared with  most  places  there  are  very  few  cases  in  Guernsey  schools.  An 
interesting  point  with  reference  to  the  closure  of  schools  for  outbreaks  of 
infectious  diseases  was  raised  during  the  course  of  the  Influenza  outbreak.  The 
question  as  to  what  Authorities  had  powers  to  close  schools  was  answered  by  the 
Bailiff  who  pointed  out  that  an  Order  in  Council  vested,  this  power  in  the 
Education  Council,  and  in  it  only. 

No  doubt  this  power  will  be  wisely  used,  and  no  difficulties  in 
practice  will  arise,  but,  it  is  in  marked  contrast  with  the  law  prevailing  in 
England.  In  England  as  in  Guernsey,  the  Sanitary  Authority  is  concerned  with 
the  health  of  the  whole  community,  the  Education  Authority  with  that  of  the 
children  of  school  age  only. 

Article  57  of  the  Education  Code  is  as  follows  : — 

“ If  the  Sanitary  Authority  of  the  district  in  which  the  school  is 
situated,  or  any  two  members  thereof,  acting  on  the  advice  of  the  M.O.H., 
require  either  the  closure  of  the  school  or  any  department  thereof,  or  the 
exclusion  of  certain  children  for  a specified  time,  with  a view  to 
preventing  the  spread  of  disease  or  any  danger  to  health  likely  to  arise 
from  the  condition  of  the  school,  such  requirement  must  be  at  once 
complied  with.” 

The  Education  Council  with  its  recently  enlarged  powers  will  no  doubt 
consider  the  question  of  appointing  School  Nurses  for  Guernsey.  Their  services 
would  prove  as  valuable  here  as  elsewhere ; indeed  the  need  of  such  nurses  has 
been  especially  felt  during  the  past  year. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

During  the  early  summer  of  1918,  one  of  the  periodical  crises  to  which  we 
have  unfortunately  become  accustomed  with  regard  to  our  water  supply  again 
occurred  as  a result  of  the  long  accumulating  deficiency  in  the  rainfall. 

The  wells  of  the  Water  Company  were  quite  unable  to  provide  even  a very 
restricted  supply,  and  it  was  necessary  to  augment  this  supply  by  water  from 
the  disused  Hougue  Juas  Quarry.  Fortunately  for  the  community,  owing  to  the 
diminished  export  of  stone  due  to  war  conditions,  the  quarry  had  not  been 
worked  for  some  considerable  time,  and  water  had  thus  risen  in  this  natural 
reservoir  to  a'depth  of  50  feet,  and  many  millions  of  pure  water  were  available 
for  our  needs.  It  was  close  to  the  Water  Company’s  mains,  and  the  energetic 
efforts  of  the  Electric  Power  Company,  the  Quarry  Owners  and  the  Water 
Company  quickly  provided  the  necessary  pumps  and  connections  to  the  mains. 

The  permission  of  the  States  had  first  to  be  obtained  for  the  use  of  this  new 
source  of  supply,  but  there  was  no  difficulty  in  securing  it. 

A new  Committee  having  been  appointed  to  consider  the  Water  Supply,  it 
is  greatly  to  be  hoped  that  aided  -by  the  excellent  and  exhaustive  report  of  the 
former  Committee  published  in  19U9,  they  will  be  able  finally  and  satisfactorily 
to  settle  this  important  matter. 

It  would  be  a great  blow  to  the  commercial  prosperity  of  Guernsey  if  it 
became  necessary  to  cut  off' the  supply  of  the  Company’s  water  to  greenhouses; 
such  a course  would  indeed  be  deplorable,  but  before  all  comes  the  question  of 
the  Public  Health.  The  dangers  of  badly-flushed  drains  and  sewers  and  the 
inconveniences  from  which  such  a large  proportion  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Guernsey  suffer  as  a result  of  the  present  utterly  inadequate  supply  of  water, 
one  of  the  first  necessities  of  life,  are  still  more  deplorable,  and  are  of  vital 
importance  to  us. 

There  is  no  other  way  of  effectually  dealing  with  this  question  than  by 
adopting  the  King’s  Mills  Scheme,  which  has  been  recommended  by  all  the 
experts  who  have  been  consulted  in  the  matter. 

When  this  scheme  has  been  carried  out,  and  not  until  then,  there  will  be 
an  ample  supply  of  pure  water  for  both  domestic  and  commercial  uses,  dangers 
arising  from  extensive  fires  will  be  minimised,  and  the  softer  stream  water  will 
be  more  suitable  for  both  purposes  than  the  present  harder  well  water. 

1 should  be  failing  in  my  obvious  duty  to  the  community  if  I did  not  urge 
the  States  to  realise  the  great  dangers  of  the  present  very  unsatisfactory  condi- 
tion of  our  water  supply,  and  prompt!}’  and  effectually  deal  with  a question  that 
should  have  been  settled  years  ago. 
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No  extension  of  the  drainage  system  has  been  undertaken  during  the 

year. 

The  system  of  collection  and  destruction  of  household  refuse  in  the  areas 
already  served  has  continued  to  be  satisfactory.  With  a view  to  econoiry  it 
was  proposed  to  restrict  this  service,  but  such  restriction  was  vigorously 
opposed  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  ratepayers  generally,  and  fortunately 
this  proposal  met  Avith  but  little  support. 

The  inspection  of  meat  is  carried  out  by  the  States’  Veterinary  Surgeon, 
but  as  regards  other  food  only  relatively  small  quantities  have  had  to  be 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  About  7 cwt.  of  smoked  bacon 
and  seven  barrels  of  herrings  Avere  the  only  items  of  importance.  Had  the 
bacon,  which  Ayas  of  American  manufacture,  been  unpacked  Avhen  it  >vas 
imported  into  England,  dried  and  re-smoked,  no  doubt  it  Avould  have  been 
saved,  but  ly  the  time  it  reached  here  after  being  delayed  in  transit  such  a 
course  was  not  practical. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year. 

Certificates  for  the  granting  of  extra  rations  and  substitute  foods  for 
invalids  were  referred  to  me  by’’  the  Food  Control  Office  for  decision.  A large 
number  were  revieAved,  and  the  position  Avas  a thankless  and  difficult  one  for  the 
revieAver.  I desire  to  acknoAvledge  Iioav  greatly  1 am  indebted  to  my  medical 
confrere  for  the  AvelcQme  help  and  support  they  kindly  gave  me  in  this  matter. 

THALASSOL. 

The  quantity7  of  this  disinfectant  solution  manufactured  during  1918  shows 
a large  increase  over  preAuous  years,  reaching  6,554  gallons. 

It  was  largely  used  during  the  Influenza  epidemic  as  a nasal  douche  and 
gargle  for  the  prevention  of  infection.  It  is  impossible  to  estimate  hoAv  many 
people  used  it  in  this  Avay,  but  I cannot  help  thinking  that  it  proved  to  be 
efficacious.  It  Avas  largely  used  by  the  Military  Authority  and  apparently7  Avith 
much  success. 

The  Board  of  Health  have  again  considered  the  question  .of  free  treatment 
for  Venereal  Diseases,  Avhich  is  so  greatly  needed,  but  have  not,  unfortunately, 
been  able  to  institute  such  a scheme.  There  are  difficulties  in  the  Avayybut  they 
Avill  have  to  be  overcome  sooner  or  later,  and  under  Avar  conditions  the  incidence 
of  these  terrible  diseases  has  increased  enormously. 

Early  in  the  year  two  strongly-worded  resolutions  from  the  Poor  Law 
Board  of  St.  Peter- Port  and  the  local  division  of  the  British  Medical  Association 
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with  reference  to  the  inspection  of  houses  by  untrained  officials  were  sent  to  the 
Authorities  and  the  local  newspapers.  The  following  sentences  express  the 
purport  of  the  resolutions  : — 

“ Such  inspection  is  of  no  value  unless  carried  out  under  the  advice 
and  with  the  assistance  of  persons  properly  qualified  to  deal  with  questions 
of  Public  Health.” 

“ In  the  opinion  of  the  meeting  the  present  system  of  inspection  by 
untrained  officials  is  totally  inefficient.” 

This  matter  had  previously  been  considered  by  the  Town  Douzaine,  and  it 
was  decided  to  ask  the  Board  of  Health  to  allow  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to 
undertake  this  work.  The  Board  readily  granted  this  permission.  It  must  be 
understood  that  this  change  applies  to  the  Town  parish  only  and  not  to  the 
whole  Island. 

In  March  a States  Labour  Committee  was  constituted  to  collect  information 
with  regard  to  hours  of  work  and  wages  paid  in  various  occupations.  Its 
functions  include  mediation  in  industrial  disputes,  but  not  arbitration,  as  it  has 
no  compulsory  or  legal  powers.  It  has  already  done  some  valuable  work. 

In  December  two  new  Committees  were  formed,  one  concerned  with 
measures  for  Financial  Assistance  for  Workers  with  Large  Families,  the  other 
with  Homes  for  Workers.  No  two  subjects  can  be  of  more  importance  to  the 
community  than  these  are,  but  the  latter  presents  more  difficulties  than  the 
former.
